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EDMONTON BULLETIN IS FOR IT 
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a 
INDUSTRIAL CANADA 

If Canadian manufacturers are down- 
hearted there is certainly nothing to re- 
flect that state of mind in the July issue 
of Industrial Canada, the official publica- 
tion of the Manufacturers’ Association. 
This is a mammoth number of 376 pages, 
itself a triumph of the printers’ art, in il- 
lustrations, letter press, arrangement and 


general get-up, while the advertising 
pages comprise a catalogue of nationally 
known industrial establishments from 


coast to coast. 

The issue is concerned almost exclu- 
sively with the 60th annual meeting of 
the Association, held in Victoria, B. C., 
and with the journey of the excursionists 
across Canada to and from the gathering. 
This journey is treated in detail, with 
many excellent views of scenes at the 
leading points visited and of beauty spots 
in the mountains along the two routes fol- 
lowed in the westward and eastward trips. 
Edmonton, Jasper, Banff and Calgary 
come in for an appropriate share of atten- 
tion, which lends interest to the issue for 
residents of these places and for Alber- 
tans generally. 


IN THE “BLUE,” AS USUAL 

As its custom is at this season, the Al- 
berta Telephone Department has issued a 
vari-colored map of the province, showing 
the conditions of the crops, as at July 25th. 
The map is compiled from information 
supplied by the agents of the department 
and serves to show at a glance what the 
crop situation was at that date, the pro- 
vince over and in each of the major sec- 
tions. 

The northern and central area, as far 
south af a line from Didsbury to Provost, 
westward to the fringe of settlement and 
eastward to the Saskatchewan border, is 
solid blue, with the exception of three 
very small blotches of pink. The meaning 
is that throughout this region crops range 
from 60 per cent to 100 per cent good. 

From Didsbury south to Raymond, 
and from Exshaw on the west to Gleichen 
on the east, with a narrow strip running 
to the Saskatchewan boundary at Com- 
peers, the shade is pink. This irfdicates 
crops running from 20 per cent normal to 
60 per cent. 

The remainder of the southern and 
south-eastern portion of the province is 
yellow, signifying that conditions were 
poor, ranging from 10 per cent down. 

As a chart of thé crop outlook for the 
province as a whole, the map is far from 
enthusing. It shows that in about half 
the settled area the outlook is for a yield 
from 60 per cent down to nothing, with 
more than half that area promising noth- 
ing better than 10 per cent of the normal. 
There is no encouragement in this for hope 
that Alberta will take off a “bumper” 
crop this year. 

But so far as central and northern Al- 
berta are concerned, the conditions are 
shown to be ahagoner gratifying, the out- 
look being for a harvest 60 per cent at the 
worst and running up to 100 per cent. 
With a continuance of the favorable wea- 
ther that has prevailed generally through- 
out this area, there is reason to suppose 
that the general return will be much near- 
er the 100 per cent mark than the 60. 


WHAT FOLLOWS? 

The people of Canada will watch with 
keen interest the course that is taken by 
the Dominion Government in reconstruct- 
ing the conditions under which the Beau- 
harnois undertaking is to be completed. 

That is the premier construction pro- 
ject in Canada, It is designed to develop 
more électrie energy than can be drawn 
from the Niagara Falls. Three thousand 
men are finding employment in carrying 
out there an engineering enterprise that 
is admittedly planned on excellent lines 
and being executed with the last word in 
efficiency. This great power plant is the 
only possible rival of the Montreal Heat, 
Light and Power Company, which holds 
now a monopoly in the power service of 
the Island of Montreal. 

There is no suggestion in any quarter 
that the project should or might be aban- 
doned. That it will be completed is taken 
for granted, as being in the public welfare. 
The circumstances make it the business of 
the Dominion Government to intervene in 
the carrying out of the enterprise, in the 
interests of those who have invested 
money in it, as in the interests of the pub-

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lic. But how that intervention is to be 
exercised is a matter of equal importance. 
There is no possibility of the Dominion 
Government going into the power busi- 
ness, and completing and operating the 
Beauharnois plant as a_publicly-owned 
concern, Either the present company or 
another company will undoubtedly finish 
the job and own and operate the plant. 


It is no secret that for months a group 
of widely influential Montreal capitalists 
of the Conservative persuasion have been 
longing and plotting to get control of 
Beauharnois. That these gentlemen have 
read with something more than common 
interest the report of the sélect committee 
of parliament may be taken for granted. 
That they see in the present situation a 
possibility of realizing their ambitions to 
get control of the power plant may be as- 
sumed. That they will exert what influ- 
ence they may have to the end of having 
the project taken away from the present 
company and given to thems¢élves there 
is every reason to suppose. 

How the Government will deal with 
these rival aspirants for the Beauharnois 
bonanza is a matter to which the public 
will and should give close attention. Obvi- 
ously there would be no advantage to the 
investors or to the public in having a 
group of Liberal grafters chased off the 
Beauharnois premises merely in order 
that a group of Conservative grafters 
might take their places and carry on their 
predatory operations. But that is precise- 
ly what may happen if the Government, 
in exercising its authority in the supposed 
interests of the investors, merely ousts 
the present company in order to put a co- 
terie of its Montreal friends and financial 
backers in their stead.

The fifty-eighth U.S, National Con- 
ference of Social Work reached a high 
point of insight in the address of 
Jacob Billikopf of the Philadelphia 
Federation of Jewish Chafities 

Here are twelve trenchant sentences 
from that address bearing on relief 
methods in the U.6. 

(1) A year of dealing with the 
results of unemployment has shown 
the futility of the efforts made. 

(2) Private charity found itself a 
year ago unable to cope with the dis- 
astrous siluation 

(3) The community chests are as 
inadequate as single agencics. 

(4) Public charities, city and coun- 
try, have shown themselves defective 
and uncertain 

(5) The instances of regularization 
of employment within industrial units 
have touched leas than one per cent 


of the total working forces of the 
country, 
(6) As the wage loss rolis up to 


staggering proportions and the reé- 
serves of the workers are exhausted 
the sources of relief funds, privave and 
municipal, gradually but surely dry 
up. 

(71) The U.S. is rapidly approach- 
ing the point where the national gov- 
ernment will be compelled to step in 
and do something commensurate with 
with the need. 

(8) It coems impossibie that any 
coultry which properly values in- 
dividual self-help and self-respect 
can for a long perfiod be content with 
such protection against the frightful 
hazards of industry. 

(9) There would seem to be no 
sound reason why unemployment in- 
surance, simple in its administration 
and free from danger, cannot be uni- 
versally adopted. 

(10) But even unemployment in- 
surance is only a palliative and can 
never take the place of steady, secure 
employment. 

(11) Government leadership must 
revise tariffs and remove restrictions 
on foreign trade before choked indus- 
tries can revive. 


(12) International marketing. plan- 
néd production, and planned distribu- 
tion are the only permanent cure for 
unemployment.

The Mail Bag 


CONSERVING WATERFOWL 
Representatives of Manitoba, the 
Dakotas, Montana and Minnesota vot- 
ed at Bismarck the other day in favor 


of a thirty-day hunting season for 
migratory birds. They alco approved 
the proposed bag limit of ten for 
ducks 

These measures of waterfowl con- 
servation come not one moment too 
soon and if possible they should be 
translated into law before the 1981 
season opens. 

It is held that the drought, drying 
up the breeding grounds of these birds, 
has created an emergency There 
seems to be no doubt thet such an 
emergency exists 

But even were there No emergency 
at all, the disposition of hunters to go 
out and slaughter birds in wholesale 
quantities reveals an aspect of human 
nature that is not particularly edify- 
ing 

Repeating shotguns, smokeless 
powder, motor cars and all the new 
devices for attracting birds and con- 
cealing the hunter have diminished 
the chances of the duck for survival 
far beyond the limits of sporteman- 
ship.

Even restaurants 
sometimes cater to the calory theory, 
by placing on their menus the approxi- 
mate number of calories contained in 
each serving of food 

While the calory theory is undoubt- 
edly important from a scientific stand- 
point, it is of comparatively small 
value to the average person, A mother 
in feeding her family, for ¢xample 
might know the exact number of cal- 
ories in all the food she setvés, but it 
would be impossible for her to gauge 
fmecurately the definite number of 
calories required by each membe@ of 
her family, Even two children of the 
same sive and weight might require 
different amounts of food, according 
to their activities. Naturally, the more 
active child should consume a larger 
amount of the high caloric foods. An 
elderly person would require léss than 
® young and vigorous worker.

Strangely enough, this realization 
| comes to him mostly in winter, when 
| the demand on the battery is so great 

Yet it is in summer that he should 
| Pay more attention to it, 


| In summer, the great danger to the 
| storage battery lies in its becoming 
| overcharged. Several factors ente 
| inte this condition. 

First, there is the most tmportent 
matter of neglect, or lack of keeping 
the battery filled with water. This is 
| réquired more often than any other 
time, for the heat of summer, coupled 
with addition® heat stirred up in the 
battery during its operation, quickly 
evaporates the solution until it be- 
comes @ concentrated acid and 
threatens to burn up the plates 

In order to avoid this, fresh water 
should be poured into the battery at 
more fréquent intervals i summer 
Battery manufacturers have begun to 
build such units with larger water 
space above the plates, in order to pre- 
vent total evaporation. 

Although the new type of battery 
néed be filled less often thon the old 
it stil) requires attention,

Blooms of Gladiolus Will 
Soon be Ready Says 
Expert

I find it is necessary to sometimes

| cerning gladiolus, I am repeating this)

Every crevice 
seems to be producing young plants, | 
and while it is @ great nuisance, now 
is the correct time to be giving them) 
attention, by rooting out every speci- | 
men that can be found. | 

As I mentioned a few weeks ago, 
the red root pigweed is now making) 
its appearance and should be ruth-| 
lessly destroyed. It is readily distin- 
guished, for the root is very similer 
to a long radish and it is a dirty! 
mean-looking weed. | 

Several have recently asked for in-| 
formation as to the planting of bulbs 
for winter and spring blooming, so I 
am taking this opportunity of offer-| 
ing a few suggestions, | 

Tulips and daffodils have been suc- 
cessfully wintered outdoors in this 
city and as théy are delightful to see 
in the early spring, no doubt others 
will be wanting to try a few 

For outdoor culture it is advisable 
to work the soil thoroughly, incorpor- 
ating some well decayed manure, and 
to plant the bulbs fairly deep, say at) 
least six inches, for by planting thus) 
they are better protected and when) 
the blooming season is over annuals) 
can be planted among them and ob- 
scure the foliage, which must die off 
naturally, for if cut away otherwise) 
the bulb will undoubtedly suffer 

For indoor culture there are quite a 
variety of bulbs, hyacinths, daffodils, 
and other of the narcissi family; jon- 
uils, crocus, freesias, etc. / 

A potting compost made up as fol- 
lows will be found generally satisfac- 
tory: 

well rotted turf soil, three parts; 
old decayed manure, one-half part: 


Bulb fibre can be obtained from | 
most seed houses, which is of course 
cleaner to handle, etc., but does not | 
mature the bulbs so well a6 a good 
soil compo.
